Finally, some logic 


on same-sex marriage 


EDITORIAL Judge Vaughn 
Walker's historic decision overturn- 
ing Proposition 8 was remarkable 
not so much for its conclusion, but 
because it has taken so long for 

a federal court to conclude that - 
same-sex marriage does no con- 
ceivable harm to anyone. 

The legal scholars can debate 
whether this particular civil rights 
issue deserves strict scrutiny or 
must meet only a rational-basis 
test. And everyone knows the case 
will eventually wind up in the 
U.S. Supreme Court, where nine 
justices will decide whether official 
discrimination can be legal in the 
United States of America. 

But what Walker did was 
crucial — he devoted the vast 
majority of his 138-page decision 


to discussing the facts of the case. 
As Bob Egelko notes in a nice San 
Francisco Chronicle piece Aug. 8, 
Walker provided a forum for the 
public debate that should have hap- 
pened around the ballot measure 
but never did. Prop. 8 was decided 
after political consultants used 
carefully honed messages designed 
to play on people’s emotions; the 
real facts of the matter were hardly 
ever discussed on a statewide level. 
The facts of the matter, as the 
record clearly shows and Walker 
eloquently related, are simple: 
there’s nothing wrong with same- 
sex marriage. The ability of same- 
sex couples to marry has no impact 
on the rights of opposite-sex cou- 
ples. There is also no legal reason 
to believe that something rooted

in an old tradition — from a time 
when gender roles were rigidly pre- 
scribed — has, in and of itself, any 
validity. “Tradition alone,” Walker 
noted, citing a 1970 U.S. Supreme 
Court case, “cannot form a ratio- 
nal basis for a law.” Furthermore, 
studies show that children brought 
up by same-sex couples fare just as 
well (and in some studies, better) 
than children raised in traditional 
households. 

In fact, the judge concluded, 
the only real reason Prop. 8 sup- 
porters put the measure on the 
ballot is that they don’t like gay 
and lesbian people: “Proposition 
8 was premised on the belief that 
same-sex couples simply are not 
as good as opposite-sex couples.

San Francisco 


OPINION San Francisco is a city 
of tremendous riches and problems 
— a locus of wealth, inequality, 
innovation, creativity, and some- 
times stifling resistance by political 
and economic power brokers. It’s 
time to break through. We have the 
ability, and opportunity, to create a 
whole new set of economic, social, 
and political relationships between 
people and government. On every- 
thing from municipal banking, to 
Muni reform, to public-controlled 
sustainable energy production and 
community-driven budgeting, we 
have a flood of ideas from thinkers 
and activists across the city. 

The Aug. 14-15 Community 
Congress at the University of San 
Francisco will focus on turning 
those ideas into a political platform 
the city can implement. Last week, 
we described the vision; this week, 
we offer some proposals that will 
be discussed at the event; following 
the event, others will be posted at 
sfbg.com.

1. A MUNICIPAL BANK 

San Francisco is rich — it has $16.1 
billion in assets, with a net worth 
of $6.5 billion, according to the city 


| treasurer. With a little maneuver- 


ing and political will, roughly a 
half-billion of that money could 

be devoted to creating a municipal 
bank: a fiscally solvent, federally 
insured economic engine that would 
invest in community development 
projects serving underfunded activi- 
ties and endeavors, providing signif- 
icant economic and social benefits 
to the residents of San Francisco.

With its own public bank, San 
Francisco could begin to fund and 
promote more community-centered 
forms of economic development. 
Worker co-ops, for instance, could 
get loans for projects that are 
socially beneficial and economically 
viable. The bank could also help 
generate new homegrown indus- 
tries that produce both revenue and 
social value to the city. This would 
help democratize the city economy, 
giving financial muscle to commu- 
nity-based projects and neighbor- 
hood-serving businesses. 

Over a period of three to five 
years, a modest portion of the city’s 
liquid investments can be transferred 
to create to the new bank. The bank 
could use this pool of capital to 
extend low-interest, long-term loans 
for projects located in San Francisco. 
The bank would offer a full spec- 
trum of retail banking services, such 
as money market accounts, to attract 
additional deposits to supplement 
funds from the city. 

A municipal bank has poten- 
tial to grow into a major economic 
force in the city for financing 
community-centered development. 
With the right up-front com- 
mitment from the city, the total 
asset portfolio of loans and other 
investments would grow far beyond 
this initial public investment 
— representing a significant infu- 
sion of loan capital into currently 
underserved segments of the credit 
market in San Francisco. 

The municipal bank would 
be a member-owned, federally 
chartered, and federally insured 
credit union. It would engage in 
rigorous vetting of loan applicants. 
But because the bank would not 

run as a profit-maximizing enter- 
prise, loan officers would explicitly 
consider projects in light of their

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economic viability and potential 
contribution to the economic, 
social, and cultural well being of 
San Francisco. 

Priority could, for instance, 
be given to loans for affordable 
housing development and com- 
munity economic development. In 
particular, the bank could prioritize 
businesses and enterprises that 
represent alternative models of 
ownership such as worker co-ops 

~ and worker collectives, and smaller, 
community-serving, locally-based, 
social enterprise-type businesses. 

To ensure that the bank’s lend- 
ing activities reflect the need for 
more democratic rhodes of credit and 
finance, governance and oversight 
could include representation from 
social groups and constituents nor- 
mally excluded from corporate gov- 
ernance. The bank’s member-owners 
would elect the board of directors. 

Municipal bank funds would be 
completely separate from the city’s 
general fund, with strict firewalls 
imposed to assure that lending 
activities do not become intermin- 
gled in any way with the annual 
appropriations process. 

By creating its own bank, San 
Francisco would be a national 
model for community-based devel- 
opment and economic democracy. 
It would be a national first, and has 
the potential to transform how cit- 
ies think about local economic de- 
velopment. (Beitel) 


2, HOUSING SAN FRANCISCO 
Since the beginning of the dot-com 
boom, San Francisco has seen dis- 
placement of low-income families 
from rent-controlled housing in 
alarming numbers. Much of this 
displacement has been happen- 
ing through conversion of small 
residential apartment buildings 
(between four and 12 units) into 
tenancy in common units. Small- 
site displacement tends to target 
seniors, disabled people, and work- 
ing class families — and many of 
the units that were converted were, 
under rent control, de facto afford- 
able housing. 

In addition, over the past 15 
years the city has lost 4,370 units 
due to Ellis Act evictions. At the 
same time, the city’s housing pro- 
duction model favors larger projects 
because of the economies of scale 
possible for new construction of 
big projects, with 70 or more units. 
While these projects are important 
in adding to the city’s affordable 
housing stock, sites to accom- 
modate giant developments are in 
short supply. 

So how do we address San 
Francisco’s chronic affordable 


housing crisis. First, stabilize low- 
income communities and preserve 
diverse neighborhoods by encour- 
aging the city to invest in develop- 
ing a small sites acquisition and 
rehabilitation program that could 
help nonprofits take over and oper- 
ate affordable rental housing for 
low-income tenants. That property 
could also be converted to limited 
equity housing cooperatives and 
community land trust properties. 

Next, the city should ban all 
TICs from becoming condos. The 
city can give landlords and specu- 
lators a choice: If you want your 
property to be eligible for condo 
conversion, with all the economic 
benefits that come with that desig- 
nation, then you need to follow the 
process and abide by tenant protec- 
tions in the condo law. If you want 
to ignore the condo law, then you're 
stuck with a TIC. 

To further protect renters, prior 
to sale of a renter-occupied unit, the 
city could require the owner to offer 
tenants the right to buy the unit, at 
a price based on the last best offer 
from a bona fide purchaser. 

The Rent Board also needs 
reform. The panel, which over- 
sees rent increases, consists of five 
members: two landlords, two ten- 
ants, and one homeowner. All are 
appointed by the mayor. We sug- 
gest three tenants, two landlords, 
and two homeowners — with the 
appointments split between the 
mayor and the supervisors. 

There also must be a perma- 
nent, local source of funding for 
affordable housing development. 

A progressive increase in the real 
estate transfer tax could generate 
$45 million annually. 

We further support Sup. Ross 
Mirkarimi’s proposed legisla- 
tion that would protect resident's 
rights during relocation and 
ensure their right to return to 
buildings that have been rede- 
veloped. (Amy Beinart and the

3. THE CRISIS IN CARE 
More than any other American 
city, San Francisco relies on a 
network of faith- and community- 
based nonprofits to deliver critical 
health and human services to its 
poorest and sickest residents. More 
than 15,000 people are employed in 
this sector, which had a total bud- 
get of almost $800 million in 2000. 
Health and human service 
nonprofits play a significant role 
in providing a substantial portion 
of the city’s services for seniors, 
people with AIDS, the homeless,

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children and youth, people with 
special physical and mental needs, 
and those who suffer from sub- 
stance abuse. 

Yet this critical sector finds 
itself bearing the brunt of cuts and 
reduction in services caused by the 
fiscal crisis facing San Francisco. 

So what can we do? Here are 
seven suggestions. 

© First, conduct a coordinated 
citywide health and human services 
needs assessment driven by neigh- 
borhoods and communities. 

¢ Second, working with service 
users, service providers, and city 
employees, create a 10-year plan for 
health and human services that can 
guide yearly budget considerations. 

e Third, as the city imple- 
ments the 2009 ballot measure that 
calls for a two-year budget cycle 
informed by five-year financial 
plans, require department heads and 
commissions to include the perspec- 
tive of professional service providers 
and service users, including a stan- 
dards analysis plan and a narrative 
about the impact on services. 

¢ Fourth, open a dialogue with 
the foundation community on 
addressing the changing needs of 
the nonprofit human services com- 
munity, including community needs, 
accountability, and funding cycles. 

¢ Fifth, depoliticize the 
request-for-proposals (RFP) process 
by moving it out of city depart- 
ments and into the Controller’s 
Office. 

Sixth, require city depart- 
ments that contract with nonprofit 
health and human service providers 
to complete their implementation of 
the recommendations to streamline 
the city’s contracting and monitor- 
ing processes approved by the 2003 
City Nonprofit Contracting Task 
Force, and ensure that current pro- 
cedures and processes are consistent 
with those recommendations. 

¢ And seventh, preserve ser- 
vices for the most vulnerable San 
Franciscans by focusing on revenue 
solutions to the city’s ongoing 
structural budget deficit, includ- 
ing November 2010 campaigns 
to increase the hotel tax and the 
real property transfer tax. (Debbi 
Lerman, Human Services Network) 


4. BUILDING WORKER 
COOPERATIVES 

Although these are hard times, 
there’s an opportunity for San 
Francisco to realize a new model of 
economic sustainability — by sup- 
porting worker cooperatives. 
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The worker cooperative model 
is a business form well-suited to the 
diverse needs of urban areas and is 
already viable in a broad variety of 
sectors including manufacturing, 
service, and retail. A key aspect of 
worker cooperative development is 
that its goal is not just the creation 
of jobs; it’s also about making busi- 
ness ownership accessible. 

An inspiring new model of 
economic development is currently 
taking place with the Evergreen 
Cooperatives in Cleveland. In an 
ambitious effort, anchor institu- 
tions such as the local universi- 
ties, hospitals, and the City of 
Cleveland have established pro- 
curement agreements with develop- 
ing worker cooperatives rooted in 
the struggling urban communities 
of Cleveland (where unemployment 
rates are as high as 25 percent). 
The goal is to redirect the esti- 
mated $3 billion that these anchor 
institutions spend on goods and 
services toward worker cooperatives 
in the communities where these 
institutions are located. The first 
two business models underway are 
a commercial laundry service and a 
solar installation company. 

There’s also a lot of inspiring 
work already being done by the 
worker cooperative community 
in the Bay Area. The Arizmendi 
Association continues to develop 
new worker-owned bakeries despite 
the economic recession. This fall, 
Arizmendi will launch its second 
SF location in the Mission District, 
creating new jobs and opportunities 
for local residents to have owner- 
ship over their work. Rainbow 
Grocery and Other Avenues are 
two extremely successful, long-last- 
ing worker-owned grocery stores in 
San Francisco. 

The city ought to officially 
recognize the worker cooperative 
model as both viable and prefer- 
able, and include it in the city’s 
various efforts of economic devel- 
opment. And city officials should 
take a leadership role in reimagin- 
ing what a vibrant economy could 
look like and begin to promote 
worker cooperatives as central to 
that vision. (Poonam Whabi, Rick

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j Whether that belief is based on 


moral disapproval of homosexual- 
ity, animus toward gays and les- 
bians, or simply a belief that a 
relationship between a man and a 
woman is inherently better than 


a relationship between two men 
or two women, this belief is not a 
proper basis on which to legislate.” 

That record of factual evi- 
dence will make it harder for the 
Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals 
or Supreme Court to overturn 
Walker's ruling. And the very 
essence of his decision — that no 
harm comes to anyone in society 
when same-sex couples are allowed 
to wed — is ample reason for him 
to deny any stay while the case is 
on appeal. A stay, which would 
leave Prop. 8 in effect for several 
more years while the case works 
its way through the system, would 
make sense only if some irreparable 
harm would come to some party. 
There’s no such harm — real or 
potential or imaginable — to any- 
one or anything except institutional 
and personal bigotry. 

The decision demonstrates 
another crucial factor, one that 
politicians of both parties should 
pay attention to this fall. Courts 
tend to (slowly) reflect changing 
attitudes in society. And while 
the polls are still inconclusive, the 
demographics are not: Almost 
nobody under 30 opposes same- 
sex marriage, and every year that 
passes, California and the country 
come closer to the day when Prop. 
8 will seem as silly as anti-miscege- 
nation laws. 

Both Attorney General 
Jerry Brown and Goy. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger have asked Walker 
not to stay his ruling. Sen. Barbara 
Boxer has hailed the decision. But 
Republican gubernatorial candidate 
Meg Whitman and Senate con- 
tender Carly Fiorina remain ada- 
mantly opposed to same-sex mar- 
riage. Brown and Boxer shouldn't 
be afraid to make this part of their 
campaigns. There’s not a whole lot 
to bring young people to the ballot 
this fall, and making Prop. 8 an 
issue can only help the Democrats. 

It’s also worth remembering 
that nearly every Democratic leader 
in the nation blanched when San 
Francisco, under Mayor Gavin 
Newsom did the right thing and 
legalized same-sex marriage in 
2004. We warned then that Sens. 
Boxer and Dianne Feinstein, 
Speaker Nancy Pelosi, and the rest 
of the Washington crew would 
wind up on the wrong side of his- 
tory. And now that a judge who 
has never been known as a leftist 
(or even a liberal) has made the 
case that marriage is a civil right 
and discrimination is never legally 
acceptable, they ought to admit 
they were wrong. srac

Proponents of civilian oversight for 
the San Francisco Police Department 
are hopeful that fresh blood on the 
Police Commission, along with a 
new set of rules designed to expedite 
disciplinary hearings, will improve 
the often-criticized, delay-plagued 
system of citizens policing cops. 

The commission's backlog of 
pending cases — which at its worst 
ballooned to more than 70, with at 
least one more than nine years old 
— prompted massive media coverage 
in 2009; a San Francisco Chronicle 
editorial calling for the system to be 
reformed early this year; and former 
Police Commissioner and District 
10 Candidate’Theresa Sparks’ recent 
statements to the Guardian that 
SFPD’s civilian oversight system is 
“broken” and that the power to fire 
police officers should go to the chief. 

As it stands now, SFPD Chief 
George Gascon can handle any 
case in which punishment will not 
exceed more than a 10-day suspen- 
sion, whether initiated from within 
the department and investigated by 
the Management Control Division 
— SFPD’s version of internal affairs 
— or resulting from complaints 
made by civilians through the Office 
of Citizen Complaints. The Police 
Commission must hold hearings 
for any case in which more severe 
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discipline is recommended by either 
office. 

“There are litigation delays that 
occur outside the control of the com- 
mission,’ OCC Director Joyce Hicks 
told the Guardian. Appeals to supe- 
rior courts can indefinitely stall cases 
before the commission, she said. 


The OCC has its own backlog of 


investigations, which Hicks primar- 
ily attributes to budget constraints. 
San Francisco's charter dictates that 
the OCC have one full-time inves- 
tigator for every 150 SFPD officers. 
There are 2,317 sworn officers in the 
SFPD, according to the department's 
most recent citywide CompStat 
report, which means that the OCC 
should have at least 15.5 investiga- 
tors. Hicks says she has 14, and that 
supervising investigators are taking 
on cases to pick up the slack. OCC’s 
2010 second-quarter report states 
that, due to budget constraints, the 
office will not be able to meet its full 
compliment of 17 front-line investi- 
gators. 

“We do not have an adequate 
number of investigators for the size 
of our caseload,” Hicks said. “We are 
working very hard with the Police 
Commission to reduce the backlog. 
But they have to be scheduled by 
the commission for us to prosecute 
them.” 

Hicks would like to see the 
number of investigators dictated by 
the number of complaints the OCC

receives instead of the size of the 
SFPD, as a critical 2007 report by 
the Controller's Office suggested. 

Police Commissioner Jim 
Hammer, who was appointed by the 
Board of Supervisors early this year 
and has been instrumental in crafting 
new rules to speed hearings before 
the commission, said he believes the 
current system is beginning to work 
better and will continue to improve 
with future tweaks. 

“I would not be opposed to 
the chief having more authority to 
impose discipline as long as a civil- 
ian body has the authority to make 


the final check on it,” he told the 
Guardian. “This isn’t just about 
Chief Gascon — this is about the 
system. Someday there will be anoth- 
er chief.” 

A swelled backlog at the com- 
mission has real consequences for the 
city’s available police force and overall 
budget. Despite numerous attempts, 
no one in SFPD’s media relations 
unit, chief’s office, personnel divi- 
sion, or MCD could provide the 
Guardian with the number of officers 
taken off active police duty to work a 
desk while their complaint cases stall 
before the Police Commission. 
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Gascon refused to comment 
directly for this story, stating 
through SFPD spokesman Sgt. 

Troy Dangerfield that his thoughts 
on police discipline were “already 

out there.” But the chief did tell 

the Board of Supervisors Budget 
Committee that the lag in the disci- 
pline process was hurting the usable 
number of officers at his disposal. 
San Francisco’s charter mandates that 
the number of full-duty sworn police 
officers cannot fall below 1,971. 

“Two weeks ago, we had an 
individual who had a case that was

pending for nine years,” Gascén told 
the Budget Committee in June. “I 
am unable to use him in the field. He 
will be one of the many who will not 
be able to do police work as we would 
expect of someone with a police offi- 
cer rank.” 

And when Budget Committee 
Chair John Avalos asked if the offi- 
cer-was still on the payroll, Gascon 
responded: “Absolutely.” 

The commission's Procedural 
Rules Governing Trial of 
Disciplinary Cases, which were 
adopted in April, limit hearings to 
less than four hours and state several 
times that requests for delays, called 
continuances, are generally disfa- 
vored. “In the past they've turned 
into trials,” Hammer said. “But these 
are administrative hearings.” 

Angela Chan, a stalwart San 
Francisco immigrant rights advocate 
and staff attorney for the Asian Law 
Caucus and new police commissioner 
appointed in May, said the com- 
mission is prioritizing tackling the 
backlog. “I know how to manage a 
docket,” she told the Guardian. “The 
very first thing I do when I have an 
initial conference call is set a hearing 
date.” 

But if officers say their attorneys 
can’t make that date and request a 
continuance? “My response is to get 
another attorney,” Chan said. “There 
is no haggling. As a commission, we 
have to stay on top of the docket.” 

In addition to the rules pushing 
police commissioners to hold prompt, 
fair hearings, Hammer and former 
Police Commissioner David Onek 
instituted an accountability report for 
the commission. The commissioners 
envisioned a monthly report pub- 
lished on the commission’s website 
— similar to the OCC’s quarterly 
reports — that outline the total num- 
ber of disciplinary cases before the 
commission, the number of cases 
assigned to each commissioner for 
evidence intake, and measurements to 
gauge how well thecommission was 
sticking to the rules adopted in April. 

The actual document is a far 
cry from what the commission envi- 
sioned, listing only active cases before 
the commission, cases filed to date 
for 2010, and individual commission- 
er’s number of assigned hearings. It is 
not available online. 

~ As of July 31, the commis- 
sion has 44 pending cases, includ- 
ing appeals. Police Commission 
President Joe Marshall, whose recent 
reappointment stalled in the Board 


of Supervisors because of ambigu- 
ity about his position on the Secure 
Communities program, completed 
no hearings in 2010. He has been 
assigned eight. Hammer completed 
six hearings, has an additional three 
in progress, and has two more sched- 
uled. 

Commission Vice President 
Thomas Mazzucco has held and 
decided two hearings this year and 
has three more scheduled. Petra 
DeJesus completed one hearing, 
settled two cases, and has two more 
hearings scheduled. Angela Chan 
has scheduled four of the five cases 
she has been assigned. New mayoral 
Police Commission appointee Carol 
Kingsley was not included in the lat- 
est report because she began her term

Hammer also wants to refine 
what is known as the hearing officer 
process, in which accused officers can 
elect to have the evidence portion of 
their case heard by a hearing officer. 
That officer then reports to the full 
commission, which makes the final 
ruling on disciplining the officer. 
The problem is that getting all par- 
ties to agree on a hearing officer 
takes a lot of time. In addition, final 
reports to the commission sometimes 
can take months to generate. 

“They're agreeing to it [using 
hearing officers] now because it 
builds in a huge delay,” Hammer 
said. 

Chan wants to convince officers 
that quickly airing a hearing is just 
as likely to exonerate them as to cre- 
ate a headache, long suspension, or 
termination. 

Hicks, Chan, and Hammer 
all agreed that the value of civilian 
oversight of the SFPD outweighed 
slow, sometimes messy system. “The 
overwhelming majority of police 
officers are conscientious, hard-work- 
ing public servants,” Hammer said. 
“The overwhelming majority of cops 
and citizens have a strong interest in 
making sure the few bad apples are 
weeded out.” stac

Care not crash 


The Bike Plan is finally free. Can it help soothe 
tensions between cyclists and motorists?

Fresh coats of paint are hitting the pavement in 
San Francisco, creating new zones of supposed 
safety for bicyclists. But that long-awaited 
change comes at a time when local cyclists are 
as fearful as ever of automobiles, particularly 
following a horrifying incident in which a 
motorist intentionally ran down four cyclists. 

On Aug. 6, San Francisco Superior Court 
Judge Peter Busch announced that a four-year 
injunction against projects in the city’s Bicycle 
Plan would be fully lifted, freeing an ambitious 
package of bike-related infrastructure from 
legal limbo and effectively kick-starting 35 new 
bike lanes throughout the city, bringing San 
Francisco's bike network up to 79 miles. 

“A world-class city is a city that tries 
to democratize its streets,” Mayor Gavin 
Newsom noted at an Aug. 9 press conference 


held to celebrate the newly liberated Bike Plan. 


“This is not the old days when it was about 
bikes versus cars.” 

New lanes will soon materialize on 
Townsend, North Point, and 17th streets, as 
well as Portola Drive and Ocean Ave., with 
many more projects soon to come. 

“This is a great day for bicycling,” San 
Francisco Bicycle Coalition Acting Executive 
Director Renee Rivera said at the event. “We 
are beginning a new era. The city is going 
to become the most bike-friendly city in our 
country.” 

Bicycle ridership in San Francisco has 
increased 53 percent since 2006, according to 
city traffic surveys, and the 11,000-member 
SFBC has become the city’s largest grassroots 
advocacy organization. SFBC officials say the 
trend is likely to continue, citing survey results 
showing that more than a third of city residents 
say they would occasionally swap their steer- 
ing wheel for a set of handlebars if streets were 
more inviting to cyclists. 

Does all of this mean it will get easier 
for cyclists and motorists to “share the road,” 
to borrow an oft-repeated mantra of the bike 
community? While San Francisco is hailed by 


some as way ahead of the curve on bikeability, 
others argue that there’s a steep uphill climb 
ahead before a real sense of equilibrium can 

be realized. In a dense urban environment like 
San Francisco, where even the paved streets 
are highly sought-after real estate, tensions 
routinely flare between drivers and bicyclists as 
they wheel through the same arteries. 

All modes of transportation are not created 
equal. It’s inherently riskier to ride bikes than 
drive cars that are built to keep their occupants 
safe in crashes. Yet bikes are a key component 
in the city’s and state’s long-range goals of 
reducing carbon emissions, limiting traffic con- 
gestion, and reducing dependency on oil. 

Still, it’s all too common for motorists to 
become irate at cyclists, and vice-versa, giv- 
ing rise to aggressive exchanges, unfriendly 
gestures, bitter resentments, and worse. 
Sometimes, much worse. 


THE NIGHTMARE SCENARIO 

Rolando Casajeros, known to his friends and 
coworkers as “Allan,” shuffled into a law office 
conference room and gingerly lowered himself 
into a seat before a set of news station micro- 
phones on June 24. 

A scar zigzagged across the top of his 
shaved head, and another crossed vertically 
down his forehead — marks from surgery he’d 
undergone to alleviate bleeding in his brain 
a couple weeks earlier. His front teeth were 
missing. His lips were swollen and purple. 
He'd suffered 12 facial fractures, plus mouth 
and jaw injuries, followed by 19 hours of 
intensive surgery. 

Casajeros was the first and most seriously 
injured victim of a hit-and-run rampage that 
occurred June 2 when a motorist behind the 


wheel of a blue Nissan Rogue SUV struck four 


cyclists in San Francisco’s Mission and Potrero 
Hill neighborhoods, allegedly on purpose. 

At a press conference in the downtown San 
Francisco law office of his attorney Claude 
Wyle, Casajeros recounted what happened. 

Speaking in a soft voice, he explained 
that he'd gone out on his bike to buy milk 
from Safeway, and had nearly made it back to 
his apartment in the Mission. The next thing 
he remembers is blacking out. “Bam, that’s 
it,” he said. “I just remember I flew in the air. 
That's it.” 

He woke up two nights later at San 
Francisco General Hospital. He said he nearly 
fainted when doctors conveyed the extent of the 
damage. Casajeros’ medical bills totaled around 
$300,000, according to his close friend and one 
of his temporary caretakers, Kellie Arechiga. 
He was accepted into the city’s Healthy San 
Francisco program after the incident, but 
previously did not have medical insurance. 
Employed as a server at the Old Clam House, 
he’s been unable to complete a shift since being 
struck by the SUV. 

Like many working-class San Franciscans, 
he’s a renter who lives paycheck to paycheck. A 
benefit at the Old Clam House drew support 
from friends, coworkers, and the cycling com- 
munity, but it’s too early to say how his life will 
be affected in the long run. 

Several days after the four cyclists were 
hit, 39-year-old David Mark Clark of Albany 
— the owner of the SUV — approached police 
with a story that he had been carjacked that 
night, but he was immediately arrested and 
charged in connection with the hit-and-runs. 
The San Francisco Police Department refused 
to release the police record from the incident, 
saying it was part of an ongoing investigation. 


Clark has been held without bail in the 


psych ward of San Francisco County Jail since 
his arrest, according to Brendan Conroy, his 
criminal defense attorney. He pleaded not 
guilty to four counts of attempted murder, four 
counts of assault with a deadly weapon (a car), 
and three counts of battery causing serious 
bodily injury. He appeared in court in late July 
and is scheduled to go back Sept. 24. He has no 
prior criminal record. 

The incident sent shock waves throughout 
the cyclist community, leaving people wonder- 
ing what kind of a person could be capable of 
such a thing. People close to Clark told the 
Guardian they were shocked to learn of the 
charges against him. 

Originally from Westchester County, N-Y., 
Clark worked as a tennis instructor, giving les- 
sons in Berkeley. He was also known to be a 
practitioner of reiki — a kind of energy healing 
— and was deeply interested in crystal healing 
techniques and meditation. 

If his Facebook contacts are any indica- 
tion, Clark surrounded himself with massage 
therapists, energy healers, life coaches, and 
musicians. David Schlussel, a yoga instructor 
who underwent a reiki session with Clark, 
said he was “flabbergasted” when he heard 
of the charges. “He’s so into peace and kind- 
ness, and he’s a cyclist himself,” he said, 
noting that if Clark is found guilty of run- 
ning down the cyclists, it would reflect “a 
psychotic break.” 

Another source — who said he’d known 
Clark since age 14 — described him as “the 
nicest guy,” saying, “he was all love and peace 
and harmony.” The youngest of eight children, 
Clark grew up in a close-knit Christian family 
and moved to the Bay Area a little more than 
a year ago, drawn in part by a rich network 
of new age and spiritual organizations. He 
described Clark as “a student of life and spiritu- 
ality, and definitely zealous about it.” 

He said he hadn't spoken to Clark in the 
weeks prior to the incident, but word in his 
social circles was that Clark may have been act- 
ing strangely in the days before the rampage, 
possibly not sleeping and meditating more than 
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usual. “This was some freak situation 
that I don’t even know the details of,” 
he said. Whatever happened, Clark’s 
friend was insistent that “this has 
nothing to do with any bicyclist hate. 
That’s just a crock.” 

At this point, no one really knows 
what made the SUV driver ram into 
Casajeros and the others. Yet during 
the press conference, Wyle sought 
to link the tragic rampage to a wider 
trend of drivers’ aggressive behavior 
toward people on bikes. 

“Tt’s like a war zone out there,” 
he said. Facing the news cameras, 
he held up a bumper sticker that 
read, “Share the road,” and said, 
“this is my message. Just give 
cyclists some space.” 


ROAD RAGE 

While the terrifying hit-and-runs 
may have had more to do with 
Clark’s mental state than with the 
anger that many motorists feel 
toward bicyclists, Wyle said he can't 
help but lump them together. 

Every day, Wyle — who special- 
izes in bicyclist incidents — says he 
receives a call from a cyclist who's 
had a run-in with an automobile. He 
says most accidents could be chalked 
up to simple carelessness on the part 
of motorists. 

However, he notes that a small 
but growing number of altercations 
stem from reckless indifference or 
even overt vengeance, and he’s rep- 
resented numerous cyclists who were 
injured after mean-spirited games 
went awry. 

“We've had cases where people 
have thrown items out of the car, 
including bottles, at bicyclists. They 
probably don’t think ‘T really want 
to hurt this person,’ but they don’t 
think it through clearly enough 
when they do play games with bicy- 
clists,” Wyle said. 

He once had a client who 
tumbled into a ditch and broke her 
arm after a guy leaned out of a car 
window and smacked her on the 
butt. He’s had several clients who 
were hurt after someone intention- 
ally popped a car door open into 
their path after a conflict on the 
roadway. Every cyclist fears being 
“doored” because the sharp edge 
and firm obstacle can do serious 
damage. 

The upshot of all this, Wyle 
says, is “Bicyclists feel like every time 
they're out for a ride, they're being 
assaulted by motorists who aren't 
paying attention ... and who basically 
are treating the bicyclists as if they're 
invisible.” 
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But Wyle is quick to acknowl- 
edge that there’s another side to the 
coin, especially when cyclists stop 
obeying traffic laws, often because 
they see most road users regularly 
violating traffic laws with impunity. 
Many cyclists also say stopping at 
every stop sign doesn’t make sense 
given the importance of momentum 
and how long it takes bikes to get up 
to speed from a full stop. Whatever 
the reason, bicycle scofflawscan be 
a major source of irritation to some ~ 
motorists. 

“We've all seen that guy on a 
bike, talking to a friend off to his 
right, sitting there riding with no 
hands, taking a drink out of his water 
bottle, going about 10 mph with 
traffic piling up behind him. It’s 
extremely arrogant, and it enrages car 
drivers,” he said. “Those cyclists are 
their own worst enemies.” 

In May, the San Francisco Civil 
Grand Jury released a report summa- 
rizing the attitudes and perceptions 
at play in the streets. After months 
of interviews and research, the jury 
concluded, “Motorists see cyclists 
as arrogant, dangerous, despised, 
erratic, unpredictable, inconvenient, 
irresponsible, and vulnerable. Cyclists 
see motorists as an impediment, self 
ish, and materialistic, causing world 
havoc with financial systems and the 
environment.” 

Taken as a whole, the attitudes 
on both sides create a unique brand 
of road rage, one that often feeds into 
existing resentments and highlights 
telling societal power dynamics. 

“When youre driving, and every- 
one’s anonymous ... your assumption 
about why they're driving poorly or 
bicycling poorly ... is there’s some- 
thing wrong with that person,” notes 
David Gard, a psychology professor 
at San Francisco State University. 
“They're a bad driver, they are inher- 
ently entitled, or they're a jerk — it’s 
something about them as a person, as 
opposed to a situation.” 

But when that ill will builds up 
in someone operating a potentially 
deadly weapon, and it’s directed at 
someone who is essentially defense- 
less against an attack, the results can 
be serious — and unnerving to many 
would-be cyclists. 

“Drivers can begin to misattrib- 
ute traits to cyclists, and vice-versa. 
Of course, the difference here is _ 
that the balance of power is not as 
conscious to the drivers,” Gard said. 
“They obviously are driving a huge 
steel machine, and cyclists are not.” 


STREET LIFE 

State law is clear: bicyclists have a 
right to the use of a lane just like any 
other vehicle, although they must

stay as far to the right as is safe and 
practical. The standard is conveyed to 
motorists throughout San Francisco 
on signs that read, “Bicyclists 
Allowed Use of Fuil Lane.” In prac- 
tice, however, it’s all too common 

for motorists to behave as scofflaws, 
violating cyclists’ legitimate rights of 
way because they feel that bikes are 
obstructing them. 

“It’s this attitude toward cyclists, 
like they're not really vehicles,” Wyle 
says. “It’s a form of bullying. “They're 
in my way, and I’ll do what I want.’ 
That kind of behavior would never 
work out if you were trying to cross 
in front of an 18-wheeler.” 

The Civil Grand Jury report 
recommends emphasizing bike safety 
and adherence to traffic laws as mea- 
sures to bridge the chasm. The San 
Francisco Bicycle Plan should include 
a strategy for distributing bike-safety 
information, and the need for every- 
one to follow the current traffic laws 
ought to be emphasized and more 
strongly enforced, according to the 
report. It also recommends that the 
Traffic Court establish a “Bicycle 
Court Traffic School option” by 
2011 for when bicyclists — as well as 
motorists with bicycle-related infrac- 
tions — are cited. 

The report cites the growing 
political influence of cyclists in San 
Francisco, which it claims extends 
so far as to discourage police officers 
from citing cyclists. According to 
the report, 20 to 30 complaints are 
lodged against police for every 100 
citations involving bicyclists, com- 
pared with one complaint per 100 
motorist citations. 

While it’s common to hear 
cyclists gripe that police target them 
unfairly, the report offers the oppo- 
site analysis, based on confidential 
interviews with police officers. 
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“Because of the high incidence of 
complaints from a certain segment 
of the population, the police are 
reluctant to cite bicyclists,” the report 
found. “They understand the bicycle 
community and the political power 
it wields.” 

At the same time, the report 
notes that representatives of the 
SFBC support stepping up enforce- 
ment of both bicyclists and motorists, 
in order to limit dangerous activity. 

Rivera said the organization is 
open to many of the recommenda- 
tions of the grand jury report, noting 
that the SFBC leads urban biking 
workshops to encourage safer con- 
duct. “We have a lot of people com- 
ing out to learn how to bike in SF 
safely and confidently,” she said. The 
workshops focus on riding predict- 
ably, staying visible, and “just shar- 
ing the road respectfully,” she said. 
“Treat others as you would want to be 
treated out there on the road.” 

But there are also those who 
say bikes and cars just don’t mix 
well, and they're anxious to see 
San Francisco develop more sepa- 
rated bikeways. They say the surest 
path toward roadway harmony is 
improved bike infrastructure that 
clearly delineates which sections of 
the roads are for meant for bikes, and 
which are for cars. That's why the 
long-awaited green light for the Bike 
Plan is hailed as a saving grace by 
cycling advocacy groups. 

“Why not design the roads so 
that we have fewer points of con- 
flict?” Rivera questions. 

The recent court ruling dissolves 


. an injunction that halted the city’s 


progress on planned bicycle route 
improvements, based on the fact 
that the city hadn’t conducted a full- 
blown environment impact report on 
the plan. A previous order, issued in 


November 2009 after the EIR was 
certified, allowed some projects to 
proceed pending a June court hearing 
on the case (see “Complicating the 
simple,” June 29). 

“I am very gratified by the rul- 
ing from Judge Busch, who carefully 
considered an enormous amount of 
evidence in this case and found that 


the city met its environmental review 


requirements,” City Attorney Dennis 
Herrera said in a prepared statement. 
“Today's decision clears an important 
hurdle toward making San Francisco 
safer for bicyclists and healthier for 
all of us.” 

“We're very proud,” SFMTA 
chair Tom Nolan, said at the Aug. 

9 press conference, adding that the 
decision to move toward more bike- 
friendly streets “was not hard for any 
member of our board.” 

Up to 20 projects could be com- 
pleted before the end of 2010. “There 
are 35 [projects] left, and as soon as 
the injunction is lifted, the city is 
going to get to work striping,” Rivera 
said. “The first of those projects 
we could see within a week of the 
injunction lifting.” 

Rivera said projects in the works 
included colored bike lanes, zones 
that separate car travel from bike 
traffic with plastic posts, and wider 
buffer zones. “It helps reduce friction 
and conflicts,” she said. “And I think 
that that really helps to reduce the 
possibility of collision.” 


WIDENING THE DEBATE 
Meanwhile, on a very different 
tack from the SFBC’s diplomatic 
approach to reform, some activists 
have been taking matters into their 
own hands. 

Every Friday afternoon since 
mid-June, a grassroots organization 
dubbed “Fix Fell” has set up camp 


at an Arco gas station at Fell and 
Divisadero streets. These activists 
object to motorists who block the 
bike lane waiting to fill up with 
cheap gasoline, as well as Arco’s par- 
ent company, BP, for creating the 
worst oil spill in the country’s history. 
Protest organizer Josh Hart even 
links the two problems together, 
claiming that lax safety standards 
— which result in BP and Arco 
being able to offer the cheapest gas in 
town, creating the lines of cars that 
block bike traffic — are what led to 
the Gulf of Mexico oil leak. Several 
protesters have been cited or arrested 
for blocking the,entrance to the gas 
station, an action they say is meant to 
make the area safer for cyclists. 
They were encouraged when, 
after a few rounds of protests, 
the San Francisco Metropolitan 
Transportation Authority recently 
installed a green bike lane leading 
up to the gas station. Fix Fell issued 
a press release declaring partial vic- 
tory, but vowed to keep fighting: 
“While these changes are welcome, 
they are not enough. Because these 
three blocks of Fell are the only 
level, cross-town route for cyclists 
to use, what is needed is a complete 
re-engineering of this section of Fell 


Street, putting safety for all street 
users first.” 

The group is planning an even 
bigger protest at the Arco station, 
complete with live music, on Aug. 
20. Organizer Drake Logan sounded 
as if she was ready to challenge the 
automobile-dominated, oil-addicted 
status quo head on, starting with that 
particular intersection. Cyclists are 
“out on the streets having to risk their 
lives in order to get around without 
oil,” organizer Drake Logan told us. 
“These are not livable conditions.” 

Fix Fell isn’t the only organiza- 
tion proffering alternative visions 
for city streets. Author, activist, 
and Critical Mass cofounder Chris 
Carlsson says that since the 1980s, 
he’s been pushing the idea of a net- 
work of bike-only passageways that 
would crisscross San Francisco. 

Carlsson, who hasn't owned a car 
for a decade, said he was inspired by 
how bike infrastructure is integrated 
into roadways in Copenhagen, where 
he lived years ago. “Bicycles need 
their own right of way,” Carlsson said. 
“Every major street should have its 
own dedicated side path for cyclists. 
We should have bike boulevards.” 

He envisions city-owned fleets 
of rental bikes, and bike-dedicated 
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parkways with green space that 

could be used to grow food. In the 
long run, he sees cycling as part of a 
solution for a more sustainable city. 
“There's no doubt we're going to have 
way fewer privately owned cars in our 
culture,” he said. 

On the whole, Carlsson said, he 
believes motorists show more cour- 
tesy toward San Francisco's cyclists 
than they did 10 or 20 years ago. Yet 
he acknowledged that people still 
get unreasonably upset when Critical 
Mass cyclists swarm into the streets 
once a month. “It’s a curiosity,” he 
said. “They're in gridlock before we 
even start riding.” 


THE MESSENGER 

Adam Shapiro arrived at an Oakland 
coffeehouse wearing a pea-green 
T-shirt with a print of a bike gear 
encircling a heart. With a bike cap, a 
pierced lip, and a tattoo peeking out 
his sleeve, Shapiro looked the part of 
a San Francisco bike messenger. 

He recalled his own danger- 
ously close situations while biking 
through San Francisco as part of his 
gig. On one occasion, he threw his 
bike down in front of a car that had 
nearly squeezed him off the road and 
unloaded a torrent of rage onto the 


bewildered driver. 

Bike messengers are typically 
paid on commission, cycling 50 or 60 
miles a day on heavy days, according 
to Shapiro — and that requires ped- 
aling fast and according to standards 
that often differ from the California 
Vehicle Code. 

“Most bike messengers follow a 
kind of honor code that has very little 
to do with the law,” he explained. 
“Don't violate anyone’s right-of-way, 
and pretty much everything else 
is fair game. If I can get through a 
space in front of you, behind you, or 
around you without you having to 
alter your course, I will.” 

It’s rare for messengers to have 
medical or car insurance, and while 
there’s no formal union, there is a 
Bike Messenger’s Association that 
administers a “broken bones fund.” 

Asked about the dynamic 
between drivers and bike messen- 
gers, Shapiro doesn’t mince words. 
“There’s a combat mentality,” he said. 
“T work so hard to not get hit every 
mile I ride. That is part of the job.” 

Yet as a messenger, bike mechan- 
ic, and part of a cycling community, 
he remains hopeful that the combat 
mentality doesn't have to be the end 
of the story. While he admitted that 


messengers have their own style of 
darting through the city, undoubt- 
edly unnerving motorists, he said he 
thought any conversation that could 
facilitate greater understanding and 
promote safer behavior was rendered 
impossible in the moment by the fact 
that motorists are walled off inside 
their cars. 

He unearthed from his tote bag 
a magnet the size of a business card 
that could possibly serve to open the 
door to that communication. It was 
titled “Yellow Card.” Here’s the mes- 
sage: “This magnet was tossed onto 
your car by a cyclist who felt that you 
might have been driving in a way 
that could have endangered their life. 
They chose to toss this magnetic note 
because it can neither damage your 
automobile, nor affix itself to rubber 
or glass and will therefore not affect 
your driving. It serves to warn you. 
With thoughtful contemplation and 
reverence for humanity, we can adjust 
our behavior to allow for all people 
to live life. This is a yellow card, let's 
please not let things get to Red.” srac

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The trick to Tweets 


Professional social networkers offer tips 
on personal branding for success

CAREERS AND ED Social media 
consultant Hermione Way is show- 
ing me the tools of her trade, an 
impressive arsenal. There’s the lap- 
top, of course, and and iPhone and 
iPad, both fetchingly clad in pink 
rubber casing. “T don’t really need 
that one,” she says of the last gew- 
gaw. “But it does look rather cool 
when I pull it out to show people 
things in meetings.” 

And there it comes, that smile. 
A darling blonde who regularly 
posts to three blogs — including 
two websites she started herself 
(www.newspepper.com and www. 
techfluff.tv) — she is ardently read 
by 8,000 Twitter followers, has 
maxed out her Facebook friend 
limit, and has a regular segment 
on a British news channel. Way, 
freshly relocated to the Bay from 
London, is teaching me how to 
social network, professionally. 

Which is — do I need to say 
this, even? — a rapidly growing 
field and one that’s starting to 
become a lucrative option for Web- 
savvy job seekers. Most social net- 
work streams for celebrities, politi- 
cians, and products are currently 
helmed by an enthusiastic combi- 
nation of eager interns and youth- 
conscious marketing firms. But 
using social marketing to brand 
yourself as you work your way up 
the corporate ladder is good way to 
get your foot in the door for inter- 
views and build connections with 
other like-minded professionals. 


Due to its DIY ethic and 
nascent stage, however, branding 
yourself through social networking 
is also something that has yet to 
be established in academia, apart 
from occasional seminars like those 
offered by UC Berkeley in associa- 
tion with marketing firms. Way 
attended university back home in 
journalism but “the word ‘blog’ 
wasn't mentioned once in my entire 
program,” she says. She wanted to 
provide a way for students to learn 
about online reporting skills, so 
she put out the British equivalent 
of a Craigslist ad and started mak- 
ing low budget promo videos for 
companies and marketing them 
virally. 

I think. It was kind of hard 
to grok what some of the social 
networking heads I interviewed 
were telling me — it’s all just so 
haphazard-seeming, which I guess 
is the point. “It’s all about being 
audacious and being strategic about 
it,” said Matt Van Horn, who 
runs business development and 
publisher relationships for social 
news aggregator Digg.com. (He 
helpfully explained his job to me as 
“helping others in optimizing traf- 
fic from Digg and the placement of 
their Digg buttons.” Thanks, bro.) 
Van Horn got his start pretty much 
stalking down his future Digg 
bosses after graduating college. “I 
liked the site and I knew I wanted 
to work there — it’s pretty easy to 
guess people's e-mail addresses.” 

Cake, right? So why do I stare 
at my woefully underused Twitter

account wondering what the hell 
I’m doing with my life? Way and 
Van Horn were kind enough to 
counsel me. Here are their dos: Be 
human — building your personal 
brand is tantamount to the career 
of a social networker. Have an 
angle, be regular (Way posts on 
Twitter three to eight times a day: 
“You've always got to be in people's 
minds”) and follow up with, well, 
pretty much everyone you meet. 

This from Van Horn: “I friend 
everyone I have a meaningful 
conversation with.” Oh, and for- 
get that whole boundary between 
online work and play, it’s so 2008. 
Van Horn tells me he resents peo- 
ple who expect him to keep pro- 
fessional contacts restricted to his 
account on professional contact site 
LinkedIn. “That line is completely 
blurred.” 


Don'ts? No “pure promotion,” 


. please. “There is a way to do this 


that is informative and intelligent 
rather than just trying to sell to 
people,” Way said, sipping from 
her caffeinated beverage. And no 
blind thrusts into the Internet 
abyss. Van Horn finds it nearly 
impossible to take mass e-mails 
seriously. Take the time to learn 
a little before you poke him and 
“we'll go out for a beer and we'll 
talk,” he says. 

T will not be the only one 
to find some of these rules a bit 
daunting, if not disturbing. But 
if many of the online gurus are 
to be believed, social network- 
ing signals a seismic shift in our 
culture. Studies are showing that 
it not only affects our professional 
world, but also how we structure 
our free time — even our sense of 
self. There’s no doubt that in some 
fields the spoils go to those who 
can parse retweets and hash marks. 
Which, to those who can ride the 
wave, is thrilling. Way was able to

Tofu: a golden age?

DINE Burma isn’t quite as isolated 
as North Korea, but 
it did take a new 
name about 20 
years ago and isn’t 
exactly on the beat- 
en path these days. 
Since I am an admirer of David 
Lean’s 1957 movie The Bridge on the 
River Kwai, starring Alec Guinness, 
I still think of that faraway land as 
Burma, not Mynanmar. 

Even under authoritarian mili- 
tary rule, Burma/Myanmar has no 
real hope of matching North Korea 
in dreadfulness since, if nothing 
else, it has better food. You can 
find nice examples of Burmese 
cooking at a pair of longtime res- 
taurants just a few blocks from 
each other in the Inner Richmond 
— Burma Superstar and Mandalay 
— but last year saw the arrival of 
a new entrant, Burmese Kitchen, 

a reinvented deli along a run of 
Larkin Street from the Civic 
Center to Geary densely populated 
with Asian restaurants. 

Burmese cooking is distinctive, 
at least to this occidental person, 
in its blending of the effects of 
the southeast Asian peninsula and 
Indian subcontinent. So you will 


find ong no kau swer ($5.50), a 
marvelous soup based on coconut 
milk with diced chicken and fat 
wheat noodles. It’s as if a bowl 

of udon and tom kha gai had an 
impetuous liaison and produced, as 
a love child, an east Asian version 
of chicken-noodle soup. 

On the other hand, you have a 
dish like chicken chana dal ($6.50), 
a piece of boneless chicken set on 
a coarse berm of yellow split peas, 
with a gentle hint of what we might 
call curry flavor. The use of legumes 
here seemed to be a nod to the west, 
toward India, land of legumes. If 
I’ve ever come across a lentil or 
other legume in Thai or Vietnamese 
cooking, I don’t remember it. 

Burmese Kitchen also offers 
a version of the baked-rice dish 
known in India as biryani. Here it’s 
called dan pauk ($8.95) and is heav- 
ily laced with flaps of beef — not, 
maybe, the protein you'd be most 
likely to find in an Indian biryani. 

Several of the dishes feature 
ingredients I hadn't come across 
before. A tea-leaf salad ($5.95) 
included cabbage, tomato, fried 
garlic, and a heavy shower of sesa- 
me seeds and peanuts — the salad’s 
chief effects were crunch and 
tartness. But while the tea leaves 
themselves laid there docilely while 
we ate them, we felt their avenging 


presence later, in the middle of the 
night. Tea leaves might not have 
the caffeine charge of coffee beans, 
but they have enough to make 
themselves known. 

Then there’s the prawn and 
sour leaf salad ($6.50). The owner, 
Dennis Lin, personally recom- 
mended this, and one taste revealed 
why. The salad (which includes 
bamboo shoots and sliced onions, 
along with tamarind leaves for sour 
power) was powerfully tart in a way 
unlike that of either vinegar or lem- 
ons and limes, our most common 
sources of tongue-curling acidity. If 
the sourness reminded me of any- 
thing, it was of verjus, the unfer- 
mented wine-grape juice the French 
sometimes use in vinaigrettes. 

Lin, incidentally, roams the 
dining room like an Italian patrone, 
checking, recommending, chatting, 
confirming. When the owner of a 
restaurant actually does this, you 
are made aware of how few actu- 
ally do it. It’s the restaurant-owners 
equivalent of boots on the ground, 
and there’s no substitute for it if 
the owner wants to know how a 
place is running and how people 
feel about the food and, indeed, the 
whole experience. And most diners 
tend to feel better about a place if 
the owner is at hand. 

We did find a few dishes that 
flew slightly wide of the mark. The 
pork with pickled mango ($6.50), 


touted by Lin, had a muddy look 
that affected the way we perceived 


» its taste. A sprig of something 


green would have been a simple 
corrective. And the fish with tama- 
rind sauce ($6.50) seemed under- 
powered, the sauce tasting more of 
soy sauce than anything else, with 
just a suggestion of fruitiness. 

Yet one is hard-pressed to 
think of a dish anywhere that 
overachieves as spectacularly as 
Burmese Kitchen’s fried golden 
tofu ($4.95). It sounds like some- 
thing someone would bring to a 
hippie Thanksgiving potluck. But 
tofu need not be gelatinous and 
white; here it was made with yellow 
split peas, and when cut into wafers 
and fried, the result was something 
like polenta sticks. The spicy dip- 
ping sauce was so good that I fin- 
ished it off like a shot of espresso 
after the tofu was gone. Did the 
owner catch this small affront to 
good manners? If so, he was too 
polite to say anything. srec

CHEAP EATS Deevee and me 
were eating polenta 
with all the colorful

Mostly, I confess, it was me 
doing the complaining, but Deevee 
and the meatballs were getting in 
on it too. We all have problems. 

Where some of us are better off 
than others is in the so/utions depart- 
ment.

Three-time Tony winner Carol Channing attended San 
Francisco’s Lowell High School. 


SHOWBIZ LEGEND Let me 
tell you what I think about 
when I think about Carol 
Channing: “Jam tomorrow, jam 
yesterday, but never, ever, ever 
jam today.” And then she turns 
herself into a sheep. 

That’s not a fever dream: 
it’s one of the more absurd 
scenes from the 1985 TV movie 
Through the Looking Glass, fea- 
turing Channing as the batty 
White Queen. Channing's 60- 
year career spans film, television, 
and theater — she’s probably 
best known for her iconic roles 
in Broadway shows Hello, Dolly! 
and Gentlemen Prefer Blondes. 
And yet, in my mind, she’s wav- 
ing her arms wildly and ranting 
nonsense at poor Alice. 

In a way, that’s fair. It’s 
difficult to get a handle on 
Channing. I don’t think she 
could do it herself. 

“T haven't the slightest idea,” 
she said when I asked about the 
longevity and diversity of her 
career. “We're all surprised at 
everything that happens to us.” 

At nearly 90, Channing 
continues to perform. She'll 
be in San Francisco for the 
Richmond/Ermet AIDS 
Foundation’s 16th annual Help 
is On the Way benefit concert. 
AIDS relief is one of Channing's 
longest-running causes, inspired 
by a longtime friendship with 
the queer community. 

“Way back in 1950, I don’t 
know what, we opened in San 
Francisco with Gentlemen Prefer 
Blondes,” she recalled. “They tell 
me there wasn't a blonde wig

left in San Francisco. They all 
came dressed as me.” 

And because of her pioneer- 
ing work, the gay community has 
continued to support her. Well, 
that and her status as Broadway 
legend: it kind of goes with the 
territory. Until talking to her, 
however, I had no idea about the 
politics of being a gay icon. 

“They made me their 
queen, for life,” Channing 
explained. “The empress is 
only for three years — but they 
made me their queen.” 

I didn’t have the nerve to ask 
where Liza Minnelli and Barbra 
Streisand fit into this hierarchy for 
fear I’d stir up tension and incite 
a coup. But Channing is more 
concerned with her current cause, 
the Carol Channing and Harry 
Kullijian Foundation for the Arts, 
which seeks to preserve arts edu- 
cation to keep kids in school. 

“This is a crisis now in our 
country,” Channing lamented. 
“Not everybody gets it.” 

Luckily, she laid it out for 
me: “Each of us sees the world 
differently. All the artist does is 
recreate what was already cre- 
ated, but as they see it. And once 
you start expressing how you see 
the world, it opens up the brain.” 

And you were expecting 
“Raspberries!” (Louis Peitzman)

New and improv-ed 


San Francisco Improv Festival returns to 


link past and future

THEATER The launching of the 
San Francisco Improv 
Festival, back in 
2004, signaled a 
major resurgence 


for improvisa- 
tional theater in 

the Bay Area, long dominated 

by the exceptional BATS (Bay 
Area Theatre Sports) and related 
groups, but recently joined by a 
host of newer outfits as well. The 
rollicking festival attracted eager 
audiences, while bringing together 
a somewhat disparate local and 
intergenerational community of 
improvisers with national and 
even international acts. There was 
cross-pollination everywhere, in 
meetings on and offstage between 
players and groups, in workshops 
and master classes, and of course 
in many a bar. It all contributed to 
the latest wave in a tradition of Bay 
Area improv that reaches back to 


the storied days of the Committee 
in the 1960s. 

Then things got rocky as well 
as rollicking as SFIF organizers 
shifted around and founding mem- 
bers headed to other projects and/ 
or climes, culminating in last year’s 


‘ hiatus. The cancellation of SFIF 


2009 might have been more dis- 
couraging had not the members of 
Crisis Hopkins, the San Francisco— 
based improv and sketch comedy 
troupe, thought fast and leaped 
into the breach, organizing a last- 
minute smorgasbord they called the 
Temporary Improv Festival. Still, 
while TIF proved a modest success, 
the name alone inadvertently con- 
tributed to an impression that the 
peak might have already occurred. 
Nothing could be further from 
the truth. As if to prove the point, 
SFIF has risen once more, like a 
soggy phoenix from a still-cresting 
wave. The revival of SFIF, which 
comes under new Crisis-led man- 
agement, frankly looks more ambi- 
tious than ever. It even comes with 


an iPhone app. 

“Which is ridiculous,” says Sam 
Shaw, Crisis Hopkins member and 
a cofounder of SFIF in 2004. “The 
people I’m working with — includ- 
ing Anthony Veneziale from The 
Freeze, and Jamie Wright, Cassidy 
Brown, Chris Hayes, and Chris 
Libby — we've come up with these 
little touches that I never would 
have thought of. We’te going 
to have a food truck for prime- 
time shows hanging out in front 
of the [Eureka] theater. We've 
got Solstice, this bar in Pacific 
Heights, [to] help us serve alcohol, 
so we'll have a full bar. There’s a lot 
going on.” 

Of course, the real meat is in 
the shrewd and eclectic program- 
ming. In addition to a generous 
number of local, national, and 
international troupes, SFIF 2010 
is hosting workshops (including 
an already sold-out improv “boot 
camp” with Armando Diaz) and 
inaugurating the SFIF Award for 
Outstanding Contribution to the 
Improv Community, which this 
year goes to beloved veteran per- 
former Barbara Scott of BATS, — 
True Fiction Magazine, Tonal 
Chaos, and other groups. 

Also among the special events

is an intriguing “Look Back at 
The Committee,” featuring a 
panel discussion with founding 
director Alan Myerson and other 
unannounced guests in conversa- 
tion with improv historian and 
Monty Python pal Kim “Howard” 
Johnson. Shaw says this last event, 
connecting the improv scene with 
some of its heftier roots, realizes a 
long-held dream. 

“T cofounded the fest with 
Shaun Landry in 2004, and ever 
since then I’ve wanted to do a pro- 
gram on The Committee. It was 
San Francisco’s Second City from 
1963 to 1973,” he explains. “They 
did topical political satire; they 
did sketch comedy and improvisa- 
tion.” Led for a time by the wildly 
influential improv director-per- 
former Del Close, The Committee 
also:spearheaded major develop- 
ments in the form, in particular 
an exciting long-form structure 
called the Harold (a name coined 
by Committee musical director 
Allaudin Mathieu). “It’s like a 30- 
minute riff on a topic where the 
audience goes along for the ride,” 
says Shaw. “And it was born in San 
Francisco.” 

Halfway out in the year from 
SF Sketchfest, the popular comedy

showcase held each January, and 
centered in the same 200-seat venue 
downtown, SFIF looks more than 
ever like a natural compliment to 

its unaffiliated cousin. “We love 
Sketchfest, and we love doing it every 
year,” says Shaw, who notes the com- 
plimentary aspects to their program- 
ming as well. As for the Festival’s 
performance roster, the names alone 
tantalize. OJ in a Sippy Cup, for 
instance, just sounds refreshing. 

“OJ in a Sippy Cup is a pretty 
awesome name,” admits Shaw. 
“They're a duo from New York 
City, and they’re very fun. I have 
to say that I love the name Slave 
Leia. That’s an all-woman improv 
team from L.A.” Among other 
highlights, Shaw points to Men: 

A User’s Guide, “a really exciting 
duo from the Netherlands. They're 
very highly trained long-form per- 
formers doing a show on men and 
men’s issues, and it’s just hilarious.” 
He sheds light on an enigmatic 
title, The Super-Dupers: Doo-Wop- 
Ner. “That is going to be doo-wop 
small claims court improvising,” 

he says, clearly impressed. “Their 
submission just said ‘doo-wop small 
claims court.’ And we let them in.” 

Clearly, one take-home les- 
son is the sheer variety of improv 
out there. The common denomi- 
nator remains the all-inclusive 
collaboration in the moment, in 
which audiences participate to 
varying degrees. “The fourth wall 
is very porous, agrees SFIF’s 
executive producer Jamie Wright, 

a Bay Area native who came to 
improv from afar while bartend- 
ing at Amsterdam’s-famous Boom 
Chicago comedy club. But he 
stresses that interaction shouldn't 
sound intimidating. “I’m an impro- 
viser and even | don’t like getting 
singled-out by a comedian. Improv 
is really inviting, a very joyful thing 
to go to and watch. It’s also impres- 
‘sive. You are going to see some- 
thing completely unique, and you're 
“going to be part of it — one way or 
“another.” sac

Beach fossils 


The sad, creepy, weird and beautiful 
music of.the Santa Cruz Beach Boardwalk

“Live from Betty Ford, it’s the Eddie 
Money show!” — Eddie Money, 
Santa Cruz, 8:45 PM, 7/30/10 


MUSIC It’s hard to convey your 
passion for amuse- 
ment parks without 
sounding like the 
[| lyrics to “Lakeside 
Park,” Rush’s sen- 
timental 1975 trib- 
ute to the summertime midway. 
Hopefully this observation should 
serve as a decent justification for 
an elegy to the unspoken muse of 
the group’s Caress of Steel. 
Consider the beginning of 
summer in the Bay Area. It can’t 
properly be called a seasonal 
phenomenon; rather, summer 
doesn’t officially begin until you've 
been bombarded with that stu- 
pid goddamn Santa Cruz Beach 
Boardwalk commercial — the 
one that’s remained pretty-much 
untouched since 1994 — at regular 
10-minute intervals. Recall the 
slightly askance shot of smiling 
oily young people running on the 
beach in weirdly lurid 1990s-era 
one-piece bathing suits, screaming 
brats strapped into the Fireball, 
maybe some kind of close-up of 
a Dip ’n’ Dots kiosk, all unfold- 
ing to the strains of “California 
Sun.” For better or for worse, this 


has become the harbinger of the 
Northern California summer. 

Unlike the adjacent pier, 
another tourist destination, sus- 
pended precariously above the 
water by barnacle-encrusted poles, 
the boardwalk feels so thoroughly 
entrenched in its surroundings that 
it’s effectively become a natural 
feature of the Santa Cruz shore- 
line. Years from now, the pelican 
shall nest on the Giant Dipper 
“Scenic Coaster“‘s wooden bones 
while sea lions caper with jellyfish 
and squid in the sepulchral wrack 
of Neptune's Kingdom (the big 
arcade with Skee-Ball, I mean). 

I know it’s naive to think 
the commercial hasn’t actually 
changed — tragically, some new 
versions of the iconic annoyance 
have been springing up, laced 
with recycled footage, of course. 
Likewise, the Boardwalk has seen 
a handful of new rides incor- 
porated into its landscape since 
the commercial originally aired. 
But stepping onto it in the warm 
California sun really makes you 
feel as though you've unwittingly 
wandered into some perpetually- 
20-years-ago liminal zone — like 
Richard Linklater’s Austin, Texas, 
or the Los Angeles of 1987's Surf 
Nazis Must Die. 

The living, and their fiber- 


glass approximations, populate the . 


“Bands on the Beach!” series, the 
annual free showcase for long for-

gotten, mid-level, Frankensteined 
back together rock acts. It’s cer- 
tainly hard not to feel cynical 
about the series after Gregg Rolie 
(original lead singer for Santana) 
amuses the crowd with a timely 
“Who let the dogs out?” refer- 
ence. But at their core — and I’m 
only being slightly facetious here 
— there’s something awesome and 
spontaneous about these concerts, 
a judo-like grappling with the 
condition of being presented as a 
reanimated artifact. 

The first set I caught this sum- 
mer was Blue Oyster Cult, who I’d 
seen earlier this year at the Santa 
Cruz County Fair in Watsonville. 
BOC’s facility with vocal harmony 
and baroque, intertwining guitar 
arrangement is often discounted. 
And while the band maintains a 
rightfully dedicated/defensive cult 
fanbase, it nevertheless picked up a 
different set of fans with a certain 
comedy sketch based on a highly, 
highly exaggerated cowbell enthu- 
siasm. Multiple factors conspire 
to make the band’s set a one-note 
joke, an opportunity to wring 
those last few precious drops of 
irony out of a period that’s becom- 
ing rapidly depleted. 

If this was universally the case, 
Friday nights at the Boardwalk 
would be downright sadistic. But 
Blue Oyster Cult takes seriously 
the kind of gig that numerous 
lesser acts would treat as some 
kind of where-are-they-now clos- 
ing vignette from an early-period 
Behind the Music. The dreamy 
main riff and strange ersatz reggae 
of “Burnin’ for You” fused together 
with the sound of waves and ride- 
machinery and the permeating 
scent of weed smoke mysteriously 


radiating from the old hippies and 
biker couples getting down on the 
beach. It turned something that 
for all intents and purposes should 
be sad and creepy into something 
weird and beautiful. 

But the obverse, and perhaps 
more exciting face of the sum- 
mer concert series arcade token 
is the Eddie Money experience. 

If Blue Oyster Cult rises above 

its pigeonholing as a goofy retro 
spectacle, Mr. Money gleefully 
embraces it with a show that can 
only be described as a resplendent, 
lurid train-wreck. Eddie Money 
is no resurrected has-been. Quite 
the contrary: he is finally capable 
of carrying his earlier work to its 
full potential — sung by a “super- 
charged city kid with rock ’n’ roll 
in his soul” (as per Journey’s Steve 
Perry on an episode of Midnight 
Special). 

Staples like “Two Tickets to 
Paradise” and “Take Me Home 
Tonight” are admittedly catchy, 
but ultimately banal. But in the 
senior Money’s filthy clutches they 
drip with sleaze. He gingerly struts 
around the stage while croon- 
ing his myriad hits in a scratchy 
approximation of his original 
singing voice. He interrupts nearly 
every song to demand that we 
“shake it with the money-maker,” 
and to illustrate what this might 
look like, he opens and spreads 
his black suit jacket and gyrates 
toward the crowd. His set isn’t so 
much about music as it is about 
performing the paunchy, slightly 
unhinged middle-aged ’80s rocker, 
a staple of the free concert circuit, 
and a persona that Money seems 
to have perfected. The Eddie 
Money of that Midnight Special 
clip is dead; in his place is some- 
one infinitely more interesting. 

Classy to the end, the Money- 
man closes his set with a “don’t let 
your girlfriends drive” joke, as the 
200-plus in attendance file out of 
the Boardwalk. Be sure to leave the 
beach as clean as you found it! sesc

FILM In 2008, the Pacific Film 
Archive did a ret- 
rospective on pro- 
lific Hong Kong 
director Johnnie 
To, highlighted by 
his two best films 
to date: 1999’s The Mission and its 
sorta-sequel, 2006's Exiled. Both 
are about hired killers going about 
their business — a favored To plot 
that allows him to explore his fas- 
cination with male bonding, par- 
ticularly amid crooks who fiercely 
adhere to the underworld’s sticky 
loyalty codes. 

His latest stateside release is 
2009’s Vengeance; I had to double- 
check to make sure this was a new 
movie, because how could To have 
not made one called Vengeance 
already?

The turf is classic 
To: hired killers, etc. The Mission 
and Exiled star Anthony Wong 
is, of course, the chief assassin; as 
always, he’s a cool, stone-faced cat 
of the sunglasses-at-night variety. 
Taking orders from Simon Yam 
(as always, buffoonish-homicidal), 
Wong and his men (fellow To 
faves Lam Ka Tung and Lam Suet) 
blow away disloyal minions. There 
are elegantly staged gun battles, a 
post-skirmish tending-our-wounds 
scene, a daring getaway via a series 


of fire escapes, and lots of slo-mo. 
So why not just stay home and 
rent Exiled instead? Well, there’s 
one new element here: 60-some- 
thing Johnny Hallyday, dubbed 
“the French Elvis” in the 1960s. 
His Costello is a killer-turned-chef 
seeking revenge for the death of his 
Macau-based daughter's family. He 
hasn't been in the game for decades, 
so he hires Wong and company to 
help him annihilate the bad guys. 
Hallyday has a certain glamorous 
presence, but at times it feels like 
he’s been grafted onto Vengeance just 
so it won't feel like To is repeating 
himself (again). Costello is losing 
his memory at a rapid rate, so much 
time is spent waiting for him to 
shuffle through his Memento-style 
sheaf of Polaroids, struggling to 
recall who he’s with, why he’s there, 
and finally, “What is revenge?” 
Indeed, as another character 
points out, “What does revenge 
mean when you can’t remember 
anything?” Wong's gunslingers may 
have just met Costello, but he’s paid 
for their loyalty — and earned their 
respect. Plus, his Paris restaurant 
is called “Fréres,” so of course his 
newfound “brothers” will finish the 
job. Forgetfulness (for Costello) and 
déja vu (for everyone else) aside, 
when the focus onscreen turns to 
servin’ up some payback, To fans 
will be in bullet-ballet heaven. srsc

Call of the grisly 


Paco Ignacio Taibo Il constructs a guide 
to corruption in Mexico City Noir

LIT With volumes devoted to 
numerous U.S. cit- 
ies and quite a few 
‘foreign capitals, it 
sometimes seems 
as if Akashic 
Books’ expand- 
ing line of noir story anthologies 
will wind up covering virtu- 
ally every major metropolis on 
earth. Because less gritty burgs 
like Portland, Ore.; Seattle; and 
Phoenix all have entries in the 
crime fiction series, it’s only fair 
that Mexico City gets a nod. 

Akashic must be commended 
for waiting several years until the 
great novelist Paco Ignacio Taibo 
II agreed to take on editing duties 
for Mexico City Noir (Akashic 
Books, 250 pages, $15.95). Taibo, 
who was born in Spain but has 
lived in Mexico since 1958, is the 
author of wildly entertaining and 
internationally successful mysteries 
that push the genre’s boundaries 
in interesting directions. In addi- 
tion to a dense biography of Che 
Guevara, he has written a door- 
stop-size book about Pancho Villa 
that should have been translated 
into English years ago. 

In his introduction to Mexico 
City Noir, Taibo describes the 
capital city as having “the most 
corrupt police force on the planet.” 
(A recent guidebook cites research 
showing that 13 percent of the 
megacity’s incarcerated population 
are veterans of the police corps.) 
Taibo writes of the corruption and 
mayhem sewn by members and 
ex-members of “security” forces: 
“If you're lucky, you can stay away 
from it, you can keep your distance 
... until, suddenly, without a clear 
explanation of how, you fall into 
the web and become trapped.” He 
concludes, “You wake up in the 
morning with the uneasy feel- 
ing that the law of probabilities is 
working against you.” If that’s not 
noir, what the hell is? 

The stories Taibo assembles 
shine a harsh light on systematic 
injustice and dire poverty amid, as 
Taibo puts it, “an economic crisis 


that’s been going on for 25 years.” 
Among the book’s highlights are 
a street drunk who may have wit- 
nessed a police killing, a demented 
priest with some unsavory urges, 
and plenty of street-level contem- 
plation of the violence of everyday 
life. There’s also enough grisly 
narco-related mayhem to satisfy 
fans of the Saw movie franchise 
(assuming they can read). 

But while stateside crime fic- 
tion often achieves such levels of 
violence at the expense of a moral 
center, and rarely works on more 
than one fairly obvious (if lucra- 
tive) level, these short stories are 
rooted in rage at the injustice that 
permeates life in Mexico City. 
The sometimes experimental nar- 
ratives lay out the harsh socioeco- 
nomic realities of pos- NAFTA 
Mexico, where the less-than-mag- 
ical realism of the market makes 
the rich richer and the poor poorer 
— and the U.S.-backed drug war 
provides plenty of bad men with 
more guns. The warped humor 
here, especially in Taibo’s contri- 
bution about the struggle for the 
soul of an embattled street corner, 
is part of the survival mechanism 
of people who have seen too much 
of life at its worst but must keep 
laughing anyway. 

Akashic is complementing 
the release of Mexico City Noir 
by reissuing The Uncomfortable 
Dead (Akashic Books, 268 pages, 
$15.95), the novel Taibo wrote 
in collaboration with Zapatista 
spokesperson and strategist 
Subcommandante Marcos. In 
an interview included as part of 
the new edition’s supplementary 
materials, Taibo describes the 
frenetic pace at which he and 
Marcos wrote alternate chapters 
for serialization in Mexican paper 
La Jornada, for a total of 12 chap- 
ters over 12 weeks. That ongoing 
deadline pressure has produced 
a giddy read, and if it doesn’t 
deliver the kind of straightforward 
narrative and tight plotting that 
U.S. mystery readers look for, 
the literary pyrotechnics of these 
two impressive wordsmiths offer 
undeniable pleasures that eschew 
formulaic predictability. 
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Taibo’s chapters feature his 
Coca-Cola-and-tobacco-addled, 
one-eyed detective Hector 
Belascoarn Shayne on the trail of a 
murderer named Morales. Marcos 
in turn writes about a Zapatista 
investigator named Elias, who is 
also searching for a man named 
Morales. The two stories wind up 
intersecting in a sometimes sur- 
real jumble in Mexico City, where, 
in Taibo’s words, there are “more 
movie theatres than Paris, more 
abortions than London, and more 
universities than New York.” 

The 1968 Mexico City police 
massacre of student activists is 
a key reference point in both 
books. That bloody repression 
was clearly a watershed period for 
Taibo and Marcos, profoundly 
influencing both of them. In the 
early 1980s, Marcos went south 
to Chiapas and joined the guer- 
rillas who evolved into Zapatistas. 
Taibo became a history professor 
at the Metropolitan University 
of Mexico City and president of 


the International Association of 
Political Writers; He also went 
on to write 68, a memoir of sorts 
available in English from Seven 
Stories Press, and the experi- 
mental novel Calling All Heroes: A 
Manual for Taking Power (which 
features a survivor of the 1968 
police massacres who enlists 

the aid of his childhood heroes 
Sherlock Holmes, Doc Holliday, 
Wyatt Earp, and D’Artagnan to 
help him in a new reform move- 
ment) just reprinted by local pub- 
lisher PM Press. 

Both Taibo and Marcos 
retained their radicai politics and 
commitment to class struggle. 
They also share a fondness for 
absurdist humor, and both display 
an endearing willingness to laugh 
at themselves. Self-effacing humor 
is not a trait one usually associates 
with committed leftists, alas. The 
writing of Taibo and Marcos is a 
fine corrective to the unfortunate 
association of strident humorless- 
ness with radical activism. srec 
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Artist David Wilson gathers music, film, 
and friends at Berkeley Art Museum

FILM/MUSIC/VISUAL ART Since 
July 9, local artist 
David Wilson has 
programmed the 
Friday night L@ 
TE shows at the 
Berkeley Art Museum, 
in conjunction with “Gatherings,” his 
installment in the site’s MATRIX 
series. On Friday the 13th, Wilson 
concludes his summer contributions 
to L@TE with presentations by 
Jamie Stewart, the veritable prince 
of darkness for Oakland-based indie 
band Xiu Xiu, and Bay Area film 
critic Max Goldberg. The program is 
not only about gatherings in nature 
but also the assemblage of disparate 
art forms. Wilson has traversed 
between media to suss out the kind 
of aesthetics you can see, and invis- 
ible aesthetics that can only be heard. 
Or as he puts it in an e-mail: “T have 
been organizing a seasonal series of 
performances that foster collabora- 
tions with different artists and per- 
formers and bring people together in 
unique circumstances.” 

Adjacent to Thom Faulder’s 
BAMscape — a massive orange 
installation that doubles as sculpture 
and furniture, beckoning spectators 
to “sit on it” but also turning them 
off with its uncomfortable wood 
seating — Wilson has placed what 
he calls “a large cove structure of 
found wood.” It works like an indoor 
amphitheater. This summer it has 
become the playing space of musi- 
cians such as Grouper and Gamelan 
Sekar Jaya. Wilson also has framed 
some works in conjunction with the 
interactive architecture installed in 
the gallery. “I've been making art 
about place and experience in place,” 
he writes. “Often this takes shape 
as a series of drawings made during 
explorations through the hills, or as a 
single drawing of a place.” 

When he’s not brooding onstage 
or exploring childhood trauma in Xiu 
Xiu, Oakland native Stewart has cul- 
tivated a rather self-effacing hobby: 


bird-watching. “I find myself inexpli- _ 


cably in North Carolina,” he tells me 


in a phone interview. He's been living . 


there for about two years. “There are 
a lot of hunting stores ... [with] rows 
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and rows of different animal calls. 

A lot of these are really horrifying. 
The hunting bird calls sound like the 
environment completely exploding.” 

lL ask Stewart not to be totally 
forthcoming about his performance, 
as the element of mystery and the 
unexpected will be crucial to this 
event. “It’s an ambient piece,” he says. 
“T have a really extensive collection of 
gongs and animal calls and I will be 
using these together, but with long 
periods of silence. It’s an attempt to 
incorporate ideas of 1950s minimalist 
composition insofar as focusing on 
the pauses in sound, animal sounds, 
and a certain amount of physicality.” 


Goldberg, a friend of Wilson’s 
and an admirer of Xiu Xiu (and 
Guardian contributer), says in an 
interview that the films he curated 
are “tuned into different ideas about 
recording nature. It’s not just obsery- 
ing. Youre in the midst and you 
encounter it.” For the exhibit, he 
sought “aesthetically amazing works” 
because he is “eager to capture the 
eyes of people who might not know 
about experimental cinema.” 

The six shorts include films by 
Jeanne Liotta, Len Lye, and avant- 
Parde household name (because there 


- are so many of those!) Stan Brakhage. 


One of the most stunning works is 
Ben Russell’s 2007 Black and White 
Trypps Number Three, which turns 

a mosh pit into a fugue state with 
epileptic, chiaroscuro-heavy visuals. 
“They're all films with no spoken 
language, and that was unintended,” 
Goldberg tells me. He’s curious about 
BAM-as-theater since it is “not a

In trying to realize the chasm 
between din and utter silence, 
Stewart cites composer Rhys 
Chatham’s Two Gongs (1971) as 
an inspiration. Of ambient music, 
Stewart explains, “It ends up being 
less of a musical experience and 
more of a psychological and physi- 
cal experience.” 

The aural and physical aspects 
of Stewart’s contribution — since he 
will be running from gong to gong 
— collide with the almost exclusive 
visual focus of Goldberg’s carefully 
curated selection of short films, all 
culled from Canyon Cinema. In the 
same way that the aural, physical, 
and visual get cozy and find a cross- 
roads at BAM, the trio of Wilson, 
Stewart, and Goldberg will gather 
and treat BAM like a bazaar for the 
exchange of artistic interests. 


controlled environment for viewing 
films.” The projector will be placed 
right in the audience, in BAMscape’s 
center. 

While Stewart’s performance and 
Goldberg’s handpicked film selection 
will not occur at the same time, they 
will operate in tandem, addressing 
the aesthetic concerns of place — and 
its, well, place in nature — while 
creating a multisensory experience: 

a disquieting yet provocative full- 
course feast for the open eyes, ears, 
and mind. srec

West Coast represents 


ODC/Dance’s “Summer Sampler” delivers the goods

DANCE Dance is inherently sexy. 
The millions of devot- 
ed fans obsessed 
with shows like So 
You Think You Can 
Dance and Dancing 
with the Stars certainly 
think so. But why, when so many 
people love watching dance, does 
the general public still place modern 
dance on an out-of-reach pedestal? 
Maybe the overly general words 
“modern dance” scare people away. 
Whatever the aversion, the question 
still remains: why is it so difficult to 
get people to go see something they'll 
ultimately love? 

ODC’s fourth annual “Summer 
Sampler,” held July 30-31, proved 
that ODC/Dance artistic directors 
and choreographers Brenda Way and 
KT Nelson not only know how to 
get people to see dance, they know 
how to create works that keep people 
coming back for more. “Summer 
Sampler” offered pre-performance 
wine and snacks, an early enough 
showtime (6:30 p.m.) to allow a 
Friday and Saturday night out, and 
most important, an hour of breath- 
taking dance. 

The show opened with the 
epitome of dance-y dance, Nelson’s 


Stomp a Waltz. (2006). Continually 
in motion, the dancers ran across the 
stage, threw each other into the air, 
and incorporated their entire bodies 
in fast-paced, rhythmically complex 
gestures. The ODC dancers pos- 
sess great athleticism. and Friday 
night was no exception. Eating up 
the space around them, they took 
Nelson’s already daring choreog- 
raphy to the edge. I've seen these 
dancers command the large stage 

at Yerba Buena’s Novellus Theater, 
but watching them perform in the 
ODC Dance Commons — a space 
so intimate I could hear their breath 
and see their sweat — was an entirely 
new and exciting experience. 

While Nelson’s very technical 
Stomp a Waltz was visually exhila- 
rating, there was more to the piece 
than pretty tricks and leaps. A sense 
of raw emotion underlies Nelson’s 
abstract choreography. With the eye 
of an architect and spirit of a musi- 
cian, she layered movement phrases 
that paired perfectly with Marcelo 
Zarvo’s rhythmically driving, highly 
emotional music. 

Following Nelson's piece, Way’s 
newest work Waving Not Drowning: 
(A Guide to Elegance) demonstrated 
that dance can be as tongue-in- 
check and cerebral as it is aesthetic. 
Inspired by Genevieve Antoine 
Dariaux’s 1963 A Guide to Elegance, 


the piece used playful humor and 
inventive movement to articulate the 
absurdity of gender norms. A com- 
missioned score by Pamela Z looped 
text from Dariaux’s original guide, 
snippets of fashion advice, and a list 
of “important” feminine concerns 
like “adaptability, age, weddings, 

and Xmas” to confront everything 
from femininity and grace to sex and 
submission. The dancers — moving 
through doll-like movements, a sexy 
hip-swaying waltz, sexually-charged 
duets, and silly facial expressions 

— owned Way’s playful yet profound 
choreography with sassy elegance and 
bold maturity, 


Though ODC is known as one of 


the nation’s top contemporary dance 
companies, it hasn't lost sight of the 
importance of a local dance com- 
munity. As a state of the art dance 
facility — housing a dance company, 
a pre-professional training school, 
recreational dance classes, a dancers’ 
clinic open to the public, and a per- 
formance space upstairs — the ODC 
Dance Commons is making dance 
accessible for Bay Area residents and 
visitors. A new ODC Theater is set 
to open at the end of September, 
making ODC’s 36,000-square-foot, 
two building campus the largest, 
most comprehensive dance facility on 
the West Coast. srec 
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Will they come? 


Outside Lands, and how to build 
a better music festival

MUSIC As summer fades, the Bay 
grows warmer, and 
full-fledged adult — 
music circuses — a 
mixture of marquee 
names, garlic fries, 
sideshow stilt-walkers, 
and questionable street art — begin to 
arrive, it’s time to ask: how does one 
go about building a better festival? 

The Great Recession hasn't 
helped the foundering music industry. 
Entertainment Weekly has dubbed 
this the Summer of Sadness, with 
partial or total tour cancellations 
on the part of Lilith Fair, Rihanna, 
Christina Aguilera, the Eagles, Jonas 
Brothers, and American Idol. All of 
which explains why Outside Lands, 
once three days strong, is now down 
to two, from Aug. 14-15. 

“Tt’s about the economic cli- 
mate and who's touring,” says Allen 
Scott, festival producer and Another 
Planet Entertainment vice president. 
Initially, he says, Another Planet con- 
ceived Outside Lands as a two-day 
festival for the first two years, with a 
third day being added the fourth year 
— this was before Radiohead agreed 
to play the first year on a Friday. But 
2010 is a whole ‘nother story: “Some 
artists, after last year when tickets 
weren't doing as well as they hoped, 
are choosing to take this year off,” 
Scott says. 

Where does that leave the sophis- 
ticated breed of music fan the Bay 
Area fosters — one who has made the 
effort to hoist him- or herself away 
from the laptop or TV on a regular 
basis and go out to seek new sounds? 
It takes a lot to make a slightly jaded, 
still passionate listener perk up and 
plonk down the much-sweated-over 
bucks rather than sitting on the side- 
lines and taking in the music from 
the meadow on the other side of the 
fence. 

First-day headliner Further, 
featuring Phil Lesh and Bob Weir, 
is obviously playing to “the jam band 
realm,” Scott acknowledges. 

“But they obviously have a deep 
history in San Francisco music,” he 
continues. “Phil and Bobby, who 
are carrying the torch now, haven't 


played in Golden Gate Park since Bill 


Graham passed away and the Dead 
played free shows in Golden Gate 
Park in the 60S and ‘70s — it’s more 
of a nod to that.” 

For Further, I’d expect — nay, 
I'd demand — an older, boomer 
crowd, one that can afford the capa- 
cious wine tent and booths helmed 
by upscale SF mainstays like Slanted 
Door. The food and wine aspect of 
Outside Lands does make it unique 
among destination music festivals, 
putting in a bid for a “sophisticated” 
audience, according to Scott, and 
placing it a cut above the ubiquitous 
free wine and food events in the 
region. 


tival-goer is less pop-oriented.” 

Outside Lands offers a few 
delights for the discerning, opinion- 
ated music lover: the right Reverend 
Al Green and Levon Helm have 
earned their statuses as legends; 
Janelle Monae and Nneka have 
generated press and acclaim for dis- 
tinctive takes on R&B, rock, and 
hip-hop; and the Stanton Moore, 
Marco Benevento, Skerik, and Mike 
Dillon project sounds like a doozy. 
Yet Phoenix, Vieux Farka Toure, 
Edward Sharpe and the Magnetic 
Zeros, and Tokyo Police Club have 
already been through town recently 
— some at least twice — while some 
up-and-comers seemingly making the 
rounds of the nation’s festivals, like 
Japandroids, have failed to surface at 
Outside Lands. 

From my snug, perhaps too-smug 
armchair-quarterback position, I want 
to believe it’s not hard to beat the 
megaconcert doldrums. I’d suggest

But how, exactly, does the Dead/ 
Further audience mesh with Strokes 
fans, or My Morning Jacket, Gogol 
Bordello, Cat Power, Wolfmother 
listeners? Not well, one suspects, pic- 
turing the kind of audience switch- 
overs — and cognitive dissonance 
and cultural disconnect — that have 
accompanied odd clashes between 
Black Eyed Peas and Dave Matthews, 
Street Sweeper Social Club and 
Mastodon. “The Bay Area has a wide 


array of tastes, and we try to reflect 


those different tastes,” explains Allen, . 


who describes the scene as “niche.” 

“Frankly, we tried to steer away from 
pop music this year. We didn’t have it 
the first year. I think the taste of fes- 
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adding these reliable — and excitingly 
unpredictable — ingredients to future 
recipes. 

1) Blend in at least one must-see 
reunion/once-a-decade reappearance 
that get music geek diehards drooling. 
Noise Pop used to get this right with 
stunning regularity, resuscitating crit- 
ical faves like Big Star and Mission of 
Burma. The closest thing to that this 
year for Outside Lands is the Strokes, 
who I’m guessing don't inspire the 
same level of intense passion as, say, 
Dinosaur Jr. This year Coachella 
boasted rare turns by Sly Stone and 
Friends (it would have been a coup 
for the Bay Area festival to score the 
NorCal genius recluse), the once-Bay- 


based Faith No More, the Specials, 
Public Image Ltd., and Pavement. 

2) In lieu of the once-in-a-life- 
time reunion, sift in a very special 
album-length performance that 
everyone will yap about on online 
message boards, Facebook, or Twitter. 
Bonnaroo made it happen this year 
with the Flaming Lips performing 
Pink Floyd’s 1973 The Dark Side of 
the Moon, and ATP New York on 
Sept. 3 has it in spades. Bay Area- 
bred Sleep is performing 1992’s Holy 
Mountain, Iggy and the Stooges are 
playing 1973’s Raw Power, Mudhoney 
is bringing 1988's Superfuzz Bigmuff 
back to life, and the Scientists are 
playing 1983's Blood Red River for the 
group's first U.S. show. 

3) Mix in a dash of artists at the 
very top of their game. Pitchfork got 
it on with Big Boi, who may have 
released the best hip-hop album 
this year. Treasure Island has LCD 
Soundsystem, whose engagingly 
brainy, pop-literate James Murphy 
had even Terry Gross of Fresh Air 
tossing her KISS LPs. 

4) Toss in a dollop of bands 
that are freakin’ party-starters. 

Dan Deacon brought it last year at 
Treasure Island, and you can bet that 
the Gossip and Titus Andronicus did 
at Bonnaroo and Pitchfork, respec- 
tively. 

5) Make sure to add a pinch of 
artists that get the critics and the kids 
hot and bothered. Pitchfork dangled 
such rare treats as Panda Bear, 
Robyn, and Lightning Bolt. 

6) Last but not least, make it 
transcendent. The Barbary tent and 
puppet-covered wagon at last year's 
Outside Lands was an eye candy 
start. How about handing over a 
funhouse to an imaginative installa- 
tion artist, or creating an low-priced, 
locally-sourced oasis for a star chef 
and a few lucky random audience 
members who aren't necessarily VIPs? 
Another idea: opening a DIY art 
salon or music-making studio space 
or dance palace, sans overly pushy 
corporate sponsorship. 

I bet I'm not alone when I say I 
want to see something that’s going 
to make me rethink what happens at 
these nouveau carnivals for adult mer- 

rymakers, these hipster art and wine 
festivals — something that will make 
me levitate, like Shellac as the house 
band (ATP), or, hey, maybe even 
Darryl Hall & Chromeo. I can go for 
that. sres

Edgar Wright brings a cult comic 


to the big screen

FILM For fans of Bryan Lee 
O’Malley’s just- 
completed comics 
| saga Scott Pilgrim, 
the announce- 
ment that Edgar 
Wright (2004’s Shaun 
of the Dead, 2007's Hot Fuzz) 
would direct a film version was 
utterly surreal. Geeks get prom- 
ises like this all the time, all too 
often empty (Guillermo del Toro’s 
Hobbit, anyone?). But miraculously, 
Wright indeed spent the past five 
years crafting the winning and 
astoundingly faithful (if slightly 
divergent plot-wise) Scott Pilgrim 
us. the World. The film follows 
hapless Toronto 20-something 
Scott Pilgrim (Michael Cera), 
bassist for crappy band Sex Bob- 
omb, as he falls for delivery girl 


Ramona Flowers (Mary Elizabeth © 


Winstead), only to find he must 
defeat her seven evil exes — like so 
many videogame bosses — before 
he can comfortably date her. As it 
happens, he’s already dating a high- 
schooler, Knives (Ellen Wong), 
who’s not coping well with Scott 
moving on. 

To address a primary concern 
up front, Cera plays a good feck- 
less twerp. His performance isn’t 
groundbreaking, but it dodges the 
Cera-playing-his-precious-self phe- 
nomenon so many have lamented. 
Scott is the protagonist, surely, but 
he’s not exactly a hero, He’s a puny 
human, which makes his (mostly) 
unstoppable fighting technique 
all the more impressive. He's bat- 
tling larger-than-life foes imbued 
with real-life superpowers like 
self-confidence and cultural cache. 
The film’s ensemble cast main- 
tains a sardonic tone, with excel- 
lent turns by Alison Pill, Aubrey 
Plaza, and newcomer Wong. Jason 
Schwartzman is perfectly cast as 
the ultimate evil ex-boyfriend, 
hipster asshole Gideon Graves 
— there’s really no one slimier, at 
least under 35. 

Some of Pilgrim’s characters 
operate on winking stereotypes, 
most notably the pronouncedly 
Chinese Knives and Scott’s “totally 


gay” roommate Wallace (Kieran 
Culkin). The comics’ light gags can 
seem a tad tasteless when applied to 
“real” people. But for all Wallace’s 
comically exaggerated promiscuity, 
hetero Scott cheats on his partner 
in a truly reprehensible manner. 
Says Wright, speaking over the 
phone, “We tried, in terms of the 
gay characters in the film to kind 
of, in hopefully a progressive way, 
not make a big deal about it.” 


cally close to videogames as a form 
— maybe Tron (1982) — since - 
game-to-film adaptations often 
try to mine the source material 
for other genre signifiers. Besides 
comics and games, Pilgrim finds 
a third frame of reference in indie 
rock. The characters’ bands seem 
like riffs on certain Canadian acts, 
but Wright says they’re more “a 
mélange of bands that [O’Malley] 
played with when he was in a band 
himself.” Among the contribu- 
tors to the diegetic soundtrack are 
Broken Social Scene, Metric, and 
Beck, who are, as Wright says, 
“playing a part rather than playing 
themselves.” 

If Pilgrim is a hit, steel yourself 
for a whole wave of candy-coated

The film brilliantly cops the 
comics’ visual language, including 
snarky captions and onomatopoetic 
sound effects, reminiscent onscreen 
of 1960s TV Batman. Sometimes 
this tends toward sensory overload, 
but it’s all so stylistically distinctive 
and appropriate that excess is easily 
forgiven. “It wasn’t a film where 
we had to strive for absolute real- 
ism like [2008's] The Dark Knight,” 
Wright explains. “We had a chance 
to embrace the bubblegum, Pop art 
nature of the artwork.” 

All the action in the movie is 
videogame-derived, with pixel- 
drenched effects and 8-bit bleats 
galore; call it the film’s mise-en- 
Sega. It’s hard to think of another 
movie that has hewed this aestheti- 


imitators. But for now, revel in the 
fact that we have a film that so 
intuitively understands its charac- 
ters and its audience. It’s a killer 
action film, a charming rom-com, 
and a weirdo cult rock movie all 
rolled into one. As the back cover 
of the first volume of the comic 
reads, “This is Scott Pilgrim. This is 
your life.” src

where she makes art from a sort of crystalline 
“ordinariness” that complements her brother’s 
all-too-ordinary super hero. This World Is Good 
is the opening gambit in a new trilogy by local 
playwright J.C. Lee called This World and After, 
all being presented by Sleepwalkers Theatre 
this season. Artistic director Tore Ingersoll- 
Thorp helms a competently acted production, 
which helps lend Lee’s ambitious scope its 
tangible human proportions, though in truth 
the characters do not always feel fully drawn.

The Extra Man The polar opposite of buddy 
cop action flicks and spoofs a la The Other 
Guys, with only a faint resemblance to the 
bromances of Judd Apatow, Adam McKay, Will 
Ferrell, Seth Rogen, and so on, The Extra Man 
is a gently weird throwback to another era, 
much like its title character, Henry Harrison 
(Kevin Kline). Sweet, cross-dressing-curious 
teacher and would-be writer Louis Ives (Paul 
Dano) is drifting though life passively when he 
stumbles on eccentric playwright Harrison’s 
room-for-let and his oddball realm of hangers- 
on. A blustery, prickly, proudly misogynistic 
collector of Christmas balls, given to spasms 
of improvisational dancing, Harrison relishes 
his role as an escort to aged socialites, crank- 
ily shucking and jiving to score invites to fancy 
dinner parties and vacation homes in Florida. 
When Ives isn’t courting environmental maga- 
zine editor Mary (Katie Holmes) or hiding from 
the fearsome-looking wooly recluse Gershon 
(John C. Reilly), the mentor-able young man 
turns out to be more adept at the role than 
Harrison ever imagined. And like fossilized 
grande dames in Chanel, literate audiences 
also might be charmed by director-writer Shari 
Springer Berman’s unassuming, crushed-out 
bon mot, based on the novel by Jonathan 
Ames, to a few mannered, less-than-exam- 
ined, happily twisted New York City subcul- 
tures. (1:45) Elmwood, Embarcadero. (Chun) 
Harimaya Bridge The Harimaya Bridge might 
be the first film I’ve seen that portrays the 
American-Japanese culture clash so beloved 
by stateside filmmakers (see: 2003’s Lost in 
Translation) from the viewpoint of an African 
American man in Japan. The debut feature for 
short-film director Aaron Woolfolk, Bridge fol- 
lows a retired man who travels to Japan after 
the death of his estranged son, with intentions 
to retrieve his son’s paintings for an art show. 
Likely based on Woolfolk’s personal experi- 
ences living in Japan, The Harimaya Bridge has 
both the look and feel of a short, an attribute 
that makes the otherwise agreeable film seem 
much too long and drawn-out. Or maybe, all 
along Woolfolk intended to replicate the dour 
melodrama and often glacial pacing of popu- 
lar Japanese film.

Lourdes Jessica Hausner’s Lourdes is a film 
about the people who things happen to rather 
than the things that happen to people.

Wheelchair-bound Christine (Sylvie Testud) 
makes the pilgrimage to the titular site of 
Catholic healing in the Pyrenees. When a 
miracle occurs and Christine walks, the other, 
less-enlightened denizens of Lourdes lampoon 
her, and God, for her inexplicable recovery. 
Hausner limns every scene with exagger- 

ated blues, reds, and whites while relying 

on long takes and a certain clinical distance 
from the characters. The film's atmosphere 
recalls Julian Schnabel’s The Diving Bell and 
the Butterfly (2007) but since Christine, 

unlike Jean-Dominique in that film, can speak 
and move, she doesn’t need to rely on her 
imagination to make sense of the world, and 
that would’ve been nice. Testud is subtle and 
sweet, but personality falls short here. Maybe 
it went out with her character’s legs.

The Other Guys Will Ferrell and Adam McKay 
can do no wrong in some bro-medy aficiona- 
dos’ eyes, but The Other Guys is no Talladega 
Nights: The Ballad of Ricky Bobby (2006) or 
Anchorman: The Legend of Ron Burgundy 
(2004). The other two Ferrell-McKay team-ups 
made short work of men’s jobs, in addition to 
genre filmmaking tropes, with crisper, cut-to- 
the-gag punchiness. And despite its laugh- 
out-loud first quarter — and some surprising 
TLC references by Michael Keaton, of all peo- 
ple, The Other Guys is about half a genuinely 
hilarious film that pokes fun at masculinity, as 
well as, interestingly, whiteness and beyond- 
the-pale, big-bucks white-collar crime. This 
lampoon of action buddy-cop flicks is dealt 
a semi-fatal blow when excess-loving, dam- 
age-dealing supercops Samuel Jackson and 
Dwayne Johnson exit, manically chewing scen- 
ery as they go. Two forgotten desktop jocks, 
forensic accounting investigator-with-a-past 
Allen (Ferrell) and rageaholic screw up Terry 
(Mark Wahlberg), must step it up when the 
dynamic duo dissipates, and go after crooked 
financier David Ershon (Steve Coogan). The 
second half of The Other Guys could have 
used some of the dramatic tension budding 
between buddy team Jackson-Johnson and 
reluctant cohorts Ferrell-Wahlberg, especially 
when Wahlberg begins to get bogged down in 
single-gear disbelief. But perhaps we should 
just be grateful for what few yuks we can 
glean from the atrocities of Great Recession- 
era robber barons.

the floor with their rivals, employing only the 
weaponry of a fierce routine. That, and the 
fast-forward button in the editing suite — 
beyond drop kicks and droplets of water com- 
ing out of the screen at your face, Step Up 3D 
unabashedly adopts the choreographed F/X of 
contemporary action films, manipulating foot- 
age to make the dancers look like nimble, fero- 
cious, supernatural creatures with a youthful 
disdain for gravity and the space-time con- 
tinuum. There is a plot of sorts, involving a 
crew called the Pirates; their fearless leader 
Luke (Rick Malambri); his mysterious lady 
friend Natalie (Sharni Vinson); an NYU fresh- 
man named Moose (Adam Sevani of 2008’s 
Step Up 2: The Streets), who was, in Luke’s 
oft-repeated words, “born from a boombox” 
(or BFAB); and the warehouse wonderland 
where the Pirates live and train, amid a decor 
of tape-deck-womb walls and galleries of lim- 
ited-edition sneakers. It’s best, though, not to 
follow along too closely on the rare occasions 
when director Jon Chu (Step Up 2) mistakenly 
lets more than four lines of earnest dialogue 
stack up without a dance-scene intervention. 
The near-continuous wave of choreographed 
outbursts is like eye candy injected with mul- 
tiple shots of 5-Hour Energy drink, but those 
who flinch at the idea of Auto-Tuning dance 
performance may want to stay home and rent 
2000's Center Stage.

There are other, similar products out there, some of 
which contain L-arginine, an amino acid that regularly 
shows up in sex-enhancers and really does have a reason- 
able reason for maybe working. Whether it really works in 
whoopie creams, I do not know. 

I can tell you what does work. All these products are 
meant to increase blood flow to the genitals (especially wom- 
en’s). The other thing that increases blood flow to women’s 
genitals is a long session of light, teasing touch, alternating 
with more direct stimulation, applied attentively and with 
regard to the woman’s response.
